REPORT OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 
HELD FEB. 13, 1940, AND THE 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION, HELD FEB. 15, 1940 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre, Feb. 13th at 9:00 
o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained therein: 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 
Charlotte L. Nickerson Albert E. Landers 
J. Stewart Rogers 


Wm. B. Hastings was sworn as stenographer for the dura- 
tion of the meeting. 


Officers in attendance were: 


Carleton B. Wright Lester F. Baker 


At 9:20 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The hours of the meeting 
were voted to be from 9:00 o’clock A. M. to 12 o’clock M. and 
from 1:15 o’clock P. M. to 4:30 o’clock P. M. Later in the day 
the stated hour of closing was cancelled in order that the 
business of the warrant could be completed before the meet- 
ing adjourned. At 9:30 o’clock a quorum was present, the 
necessary number of town meeting members for this meeting 


being 118. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot — see 
subsequent report of Election, Feb. 15th). 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Stana- 
ing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town 
Report of 1939 for the year 1940. 


Voted, to adopt the Standing Votes as printed in the 
Town Report of 1939 for the ensuing year of 1940. 


The Moderator stated the Quorum By-Law of the Town, 
(200 voters constitute a quorum for town meeting) should be 
omitted hereafter, as a quorum is now governed by a major- 
ity of town meeting members and no definite number can be 
given. 


Art. 3 To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing, including the Recreation Commission. 


See List — Committees for 1940. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Town Di- 
rector for the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in 
Chapter 128, Sections 40 and 41 of the General Laws. 


Voted, that Maurice R. Jones be elected a Town Director 
as provided for in the General Laws, Chapter 128, Sections 
40 and 41. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of Committees and Town 
Officers and act thereon, and make any necessary appropria- 
tions. 


Voted, that the reports as set forth in the 1939 Town Re- 
port together with the report of the Playground and Ath- 
letic Field Committee which was made in the annual town 
meeting be accepted. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1940, and to issue 
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a note or nctes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, 
of the General Laws. 


Voted, to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time 
in anticipation of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1940, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within 
one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44, of the General Laws. Unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon. 


Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to contract with 
the Cape and Vineyard Electric Company to light the streets 
for the year 1940. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits which are pending or 
may arise against the town and to make such appropriation 
therefor as may be deemed advisable. 


Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to settle claims 
and suits which are pending or may arise against the town, 
and that the sum of $500.00 be raised and appropriated for 
this purpose. Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to 
defray the Town’s Expenses for the ensuing year or do or 
act anything else in relation to the same. 


See Budget for 1940— at end of report. 
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Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to fix the salaries of 
all elected officials, or take any other action in the matter. 


Voted, that the salaries of all elected officials be fixed 
as follows:— 


Moderator—$20.00 per day—regular meetings. 
$10.00 for special meetings. 

Selectmen—$650.00 each. 

Assessors—$1250.00 each. 

Tax Collector—$2,000.00. 

Town Treasurer—$1300.00. 

Town Clerk—$500.00. 

Highway Surveyor—$2700.00. 

Water Commissioners—$250.00 each. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Accountant to transfer the following appropriation 
balances to the Excess and Deficiency account, or take any 
other action in the matter:

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000 as a temporary emergency unem- 
ployment fund, the same to be placed in the control of a Board 
of Administration consisting of the Board of Selectmen and of 
members of the Finance Committee for the elective year 
1940-1941 for the allocation by this Board to Falmouth Public 
Works programs for or towards the relief of unemployment; 
or to act or do anything else in these matters. 


Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000 as a temporary emergency unemployment fund, the 
same to be placed in the control of a Board of Administra- 
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tion consisting of the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee and Chairman of the 
Planning Board, for the elective year 1940-1941 for the allo- 
cation by the Board to Falmouth Public Works programs for 
or towards the relief of unemployment. Unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money estimated at $20,000 or any other sum 
for the purpose of constructing a bath house at the Town 
Bathing Beach at Old Silver Beach, and take any other action 
in this matter. On request of the Park Commissioners. 

Above article referred from Annual Meeting, Feb. 14, 1939. 


Voted, that the Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized 
and directed to petition for legislation that the use of the 
Old Silver Beach Park land be discontinued for park pur- 
poses and that thereafter its use be as a Town bathing beach 
restricted to inhabitants of the Town, their guests and sea- 
sonal residents, or for other appropriate legislation for this 
purpose. 

114 voted affirmative, 5 negative, a quorum being pres- 
ent. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1500.) Dollars to be 
used in conjunction with an appropriation of Fifteen Hundred 
($1500.) Dollars from the County and Three Thousand 
($3000.) Dollars from the Commonwealth, same to be ex- 
pended under the jurisdiction of the Commonwealth, for the 
purpose of erecting jetties on New Silver Beach, or otherwise 
act thereon. On petition of Silver Beach Association. 

Above article referred from Special Meeting May 11, 1939. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.) to 
be paid to the Cape Cod Hospital for the establishment and 
maintenance of a free bed in the Hospital for care and 
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treatment of persons certified by the Selectmen to be resi- 
dents of the Town and unable to pay for such care and treat- 
ment, in accordance with section 74 of Chapter 111 of the 
General Laws, or take any action in relation thereto, and act 
fully thereon. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the sum of $500.00 be raised and appropri- 
ated, this sum to be paid to the Cape Cod Hospital for the 
establishment and maintenance of a free bed in the Hospital 
for care and treatment of persons certified by the Selectmen 
to be residents of the Town and unable to pay for such care 
and treatment, in accordance with section 74 of Chapter 111 
of the General Laws. Unanimous vote, a quorum being 
present. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1500. for the construction of two (2) jet- 
ties at Wild Harbor, North Falmouth, near the residence of 
Martha Coombs, said sum to be used in conjunction with 
funds supplied by the State; or act or do anything else in 
this matter. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $90.00 for street signs to be used in restrict- 
ed areas as directed by the Dept. of Public Works. On request 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that $90.00 be appropriated from the Traffic 
Street sign unexpended balance for street signs to be used 
in restricted areas as directed by the Dept. of Public Works. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses of Battery G of Falmouth, or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that $360.00 be raised and appropriated for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of Battery G of Falmouth. 
Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board ‘of Selectmen to sell and convey to Percy T. Clulow for 
the sum of $900. a certain parcel of land with the buildings 
thereon in West Falmouth and bounded Northerly by land 
now or formerly of Mary E. Bowman, Easterly by the State 
Highway, Southerly by land now or formerly of Percy T. Clu- 
low, Nellie L. Norton et al and a ditch; and Westerly by a 
ditch or however otherwise said property may be properly 
bounded and described; and/or take any other action in this 
matter including proceedings on behalf of the Town to have 
the title to said property registered in the Land Court or do 
or act anything else and make such appropriation as may be 
necessary. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Board of Selectmen be and hereby are 
authorized on behalf of the Town of Falmouth to sell and 
convey to Percy T. Clulow for the sum of $900. a certain par- 
cel of land with the buildings thereon in West Falmouth and 
bounded Northerly by land now or formerly of Mary E. Bow- 
man, Easterly by the State Highway, Southerly by land now 
or formerly of Percy T. Clulow, Nellie L. Norton et al and a 
ditch; and Westerly by a ditch or however otherwise said 
property may be properly bounded and described; and to 
execute and deliver on behalf of the Town the deed or other 
appropriate instrument of transfer as may be necessary. 
Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will assume liability in the 
manner provided by section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General 
Laws for all damages that may be incurred by work to be per- 
formed by the Department of Public Works of Massachusetts 
for the improvement, development, maintenance and pro- 
tection of rivers, harbors, tide waters and foreshores, in ac- 
cordance with Section 11 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws, 
and authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver a bond 
of indemnity therefor to the Commonwealth. On request of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Indefinitely postponed. 
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Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.) for the 
purpose of installing Automatic sprinkler and dual fire drill 
and alarm protection in the Lawrence High School, or take 
any other action in the matter. This article is approved by 
the School Committee and requested by the Chief of the Fire 
Department. 


Voted, that $3,000 be raised and appropriated for install- 
ing Automatic sprinkler and dual fire drill and alarm 
protection in the Lawrence High School. Also voted, that the 
School Committee and the Fire Chief shall constitute the 
committee responsible for carrying out the provisions of this 
article and that the installation and specifications shall be 
subject to the approval of the said Fire Chief. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Nineteen Hundred Dollars for the purpose 
of replacing the 1922 chassis on the Forest Fire Truck with 
a new one and rebuilding same to meet present day forest 
fire fighting methods, or take any other action thereon.

The Board of Selectmen herewith submit their annual 
report for the year 1940:— 


There have been several road layouts presented to the 
Board this year. Hearings have been held and action will be 
taken at the town meeting to sustain the action of the Select- 
men in laying out these roads. 


We have added a few Street lights at dangerous spots as 
requested by petitions. No new lights are asked in the budget 
for 1941. 


Permission has been granted in the past year for exten- 
sion of underground mains for the Buzzards Bay Gas Co., and 
an underground cable for the Cape & Vineyard Light Co. 


The parking and traffic during the past year has been 
heavier than in past years, due to the influx of workers to 
Camp Edwards. We feel the situation has been very adequate- 
ly handled under the circumstances. We recommend an in- 
crease in Summer police to handle the expected increase in 
traffic this coming summer, due to the presence of relatives 
of Camp Edwards soldiers expected. 


The town has been in a very healthy financial condition 
for some time. We have been able to borrow money at an ex- 
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ceedingly low rate and recommend no new municipal build- 
ing until after outstanding bonds have matured. 


The close attention paid by the voters to appropriations 
in the last few years has had its effect in a tax rate that has 
been one of the lowest in the State. We recommend contin- 
ued efforts to maintain that low rate.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Ambu- 
lance Committee, Chief Ray D. Wells, Chairman, Dr. T. A. Wis- 
wall, Deputy Chief William H. Denham, and Miss Meader, 
secretary, for the year ending December 31, 1940. 


The Committee sincerely regrets the resignation of Miss 
Minnie G. Ross as secretary. Miss Edith Meader was appoint- 
ed to fill the vacancy. 


The ambulance made 151 trips, covering 9,067 miles; 738 
gallons of gasoline and 20 quarts of oil were used. 126 resi- 
dents and 25 non-residents were transported. 30 patients 
were transported for the Public Welfare Department, and 27 
patients for the Police Department.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year 1940 the School Committee has held 
twelve regular and eight special meetings. 


The following matters occurring during the year 1940 are 
worthy of note: 


For the first time since June 1933 the systematic teach- 
ing of art was resumed in September 1940 with the appoint- 
ment of an art supervisor. 


At a regular meeting on 10 July 1940 it was resolved that: 
It is the sentiment of the Falmouth School Committee to 
welcome such refugee children as shall apply for admission 
to the Falmouth schools. 


The Committee adopted the following rules for pupils be- 
ing transported on school busses: 


1. Pupils are under authority of the driver of the bus 
while being transported to and from school. 


2. Pupils are permitted to converse in a normal tone but 
loud or profane language is prohibited. 


3. Opening or closing windows is not permitted except 
by permission of the driver. 


4. Extending arms or heads from open windows is not 
permitted at any time. 


5. Pupils must co-operate in keeping the bus clean. They 
shall not throw any paper or rubbish on the seats or 
floor or deface any part of the bus either inside or 
out. 
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6. Pupils must be on time for the bus both morning and 
afternoon. 


7. Each pupil must occupy the seat assigned to him by 
the driver. 


8. Pupils shall obey the driver at his first request, so 
that his attention may not be distracted from his 
duties as driver. 


9. Pupils in leaving the bus must keep a safe distance 
from the side of the bus until it has gone a distance 
which makes it safe to cross the street. Pupils shall 
not try to pass in front of the bus. 


10. Failure to obey any of the above rules or to obey the 
driver when requested will make a pupil liable to be 
reported to the Principal of his school or to his par- 
ents or to both and may result in his being refused 
transportation privileges. 


The following repairs and alterations have been made to 
school buildings during the year: 


Henry W. Hall School: exterior brick walls pointed up 
and waterproofed. 


Fast Falmouth School: exterior trim painted, roof rein- 
forced and reshingled. 


Lawrence High School: installation of sprinkler system. 


The advent of Camp Edwards within the environs of Fal- 
mouth has already brought an increased enrollment and ex- 
pense to the schools. Fortunately the increase has been so 
distributed that it has been absorbed without overcrowding 
in the elementary schools. However, the Hall School is filled 
to capacity and Lawrence High School has neither facilities 
nor accommodations for the present number of pupils en- 
rolled. When troops begin to arrive according to schedule 
and the officers’ families take up their residence in Falmouth 
we can undoubtedly anticipate an increased enrollment that 
will seriously affect both the school building facilities and 
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the financial appropriation of the School Department. As it 
seems to be impossible to secure any definite figures at this 
time the Committee has deemed it unwise to increase the 
school budget in anticipation of:an unknown quantity. It 
may be necessary, however, to request financial assistance of 
the town or the Board of Finance in case of an emergency 
due to a greatly increased school enrollment. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Board of Finance for its cordial and complete cooperation 
throughout the year. 


The Committee wishes to call the attention of the voters 
to the fact that although the total budget expenditure for 
school purposes in 1940 was $157,604.66, refunds to the amount 
of $18,869.65 have reduced this figure to $138,735.01.

Tuberculosis Clinic, Barnstable County San. 2 
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During 1940 the carcasses of 227 pigs and 1 cow have been 
inspected at the time of slaughter. The carcasses of all 
animals that are slaughtered in the Town of Falmouth and 
are to be sold for food must, if approved, be stamped by the 
Inspector of Animals at the time of slaughter. 


Eighty-six samples of milk and cream have been tested 
as to the State Requirements and every sample was found 
to be above the requirements. The report of these tests are 
on file in the Health Office and may be seen by anyone wish- 
ing to do so. 


All cattle in the town were tested for tuberculosis in 
August. There were 324 cows, 68 young and 8 bulls. Total 
herd 155. Beside the annual inspection of cattle, all barns 
and dairies have been inspected. 


Ten samples of water were taken from wells and tested 
for purity. 


All complaints received throughout the year have been 
investigated and officially acted upon. All restaurants, stores, 
hotels and surroundings have been investigated and changes 
made when recommended. There was one conviction. At- 
tention is called to the distribution of refuse along the borders 
of our highways. We wish that all residents of the town would 
use their influence and co-operate with the town departments 
in trying to stop this nuisance and keep our roadsides clean. 


The annual immunization clinics against diphtheria were 
held on November 4th, 13th, December 4th and 18th. This 
was done under the direction of the Health Department, 
School Department and Nursing Association. There were 50 
pre-school children and 8 school children immunized, making 
a total of 58. A change was made this year upon recommend- 
ation of the State Department of Public Health. The clinics 
were spaced three weeks apart instead of one week as before. 
This makes a total of 1,926 children that have been immun- 
ized since 1923. Many more have been immunized by their 
family physician. 
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In the Chadwick Clinic held this fall in the schools, 
eighty-six pupils and fifteen teachers were examined for 
tuberculosis. 


There have been a total of 50 dog bites during the year. 
Every dog has been examined and quarantined for a period 
of fourteen days, according to law. Two persons have received 
anti-rabic treatment. 


The following is taken from the bulletin of the State De- 
partment of Health and is of utmost importance: “Every 
person bitten by a dog is a potential case of rabies. We can 
be certain that there is no possible danger of rabies if the 
biting animal is known to be alive and well 14 days after the 
biting occurred. For this reason it is necessary that all dogs 
known to have bitten persons shall be quarantined for a 
period of fourteen days for observation. It is incumbent up- 
on all persons, including physicians and dog officers to re- 
port cases of dog bite to the local board of health so that the 
animal inspector can issue his quarantine order. At times 
the dog officer has failed to ask pertinent questions of the 
person who has brought the dog to him for disposal. There 
have been persons, who, ignorant of the seriousness of the 
situation, have wilfully withheld essential information con- 
cerning their dogs. The dog officer should insist that all per- 
sons bringing animals to him for disposal should sign a 
statement that to the best of his knowledge and belief the 
animal has not bitten any person in the past fourteen days. 
If such an animal has been killed within the fourteen days 
the head of such animal should be sent for examination to 
the Wasserman Laboratory in Boston.” 


There has been no epidemic in 1940 of any reportable 
disease. With the establishment of Camp Edwards and the 
influx of people from all over the country, from rural as well 
as metropolitan areas, the Health Department hopes to be 
able to take care of any emergency that may arise. We wish 
to co-operate in every way with the Medical Units at Camp 
Edwards and assist in any way possible. 
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We are prepared to give out Wasserman tubes, all culture 
tubes, vaccines and serum when requested by physicians. 


Special attention is called to the Trailer Regulations 
which are as follows: 


Town of Falmouth 
Board of Health 


Regulations Applicable to Land Used For Trailer 
Camps or Parking of Inhabited Trailers 


1. No land, in the Town of Falmouth, whether privately 
owned or devoted to any public use, shall be used for trailer 
camps or overnight parking of inhabited trailers or for camp- 
ing in conjunction with trailers unless the owner or lessee 
thereof has first obtained a permit from the Board of Health. 


2. Before any land shall be used for a trailer camp or 
overnight parking of inhabited trailers or for camping as 
aforesaid such land shall first be adequately and sufficiently 
equipped with the following:— 


(a) An incinerator or incinerators sufficient to take care 
of all waste material which can and may properly be burned. 


(b) An adequate method or methods of sewage disposal 
of a type approved by the Board of Health or its agent. 


(c) All land so used shall be adequately and properly 
cleared or cleaned, and shall at all times be kept free of paper, 
cans, litter, garbage, junk and other waste material, or debris 
of every Kind. 


3. In no case shall the number or placement of inhabited 
trailers on any particular parcel of land be such as to consti- 
tute crowding or congestion and no owner or lessee of land 
used for trailer camps or for overnight parking of inhabited 
trailers or for camping as aforesaid shall permit the place- 
ment or location of such trailers within30 feet of each other. 
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4, Any person or persons violating these regulations shall 
be punishable by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100.00).

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Dumps Report 


Three dumping places are maintained by the Town of 
Falmouth, one in East Falmouth, one in North Falmouth and 
one on Gifford Street, Falmouth. 


Persons collecting rubbish MUST take it to the dump 
nearest to the points of collection and all swill MUST be taken 
to the Gifford Street dump as it is the only dump that has 
facilities for disposing of swill and garbage. 


The Dump Keeper reports that there were 12,486 loads 
of refuse and garbage taken to the Gifford Street dump dur- 
ing the year 1940. 


All collectors of garbage must be licensed by this depart- 
ment for which a fee of $2.00 is charged. Collectors of rub- 
bish who charge for this service much also be licensed. 


The Gifford Street and North Falmouth dumps are sat- 
isfactory but the East Falmouth dump is in an unsatisfactory 
condition owing to the small appropriation for its main- 
tenance. , 


We recommend that a water service be installed at the 
Gifford Street dump as a fire protection. When burning 
refuse daily there is a fire hazard to the surrounding terri- 
tory. 


——— 
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The Dump Regulations are as follows: 
Dump Regulations 


At a meeting of the Board of Health held on April 16th, 
1935 IT WAS VOTED to close the Dumps located at North 
Falmouth, East Falmouth, and West Falmouth, to the public, 
and to make the following regulations for the Public Dump 
situated at Gifford St., Falmouth, Mass. 

The Gifford Street Dump hours will be from 8:00 A. M. to 
6:00 P. M. daily. Sundays and Holidays 9:00 A. M. to 12:00 
noon. 

1. All garbage shall be brought to the dump in covered 
trucks or in covered containers. 

2. Garbage must not be mixed with rubbish of any kind 
or description. 

3. All paper in any form shall be brought to the dump 
free from cans and all other incombustible materials. 

4. Ashes shall not be mixed with other refuse of any sort. 


5. ~All refuse must be deposited where directed by the 
Dump Attendant. 


6. Nothing is to be removed from the Dump without per- 
mission of the Dump Attendant. 


7. Privy, vault, and cesspool contents, must not be placed 
in the Dump. 

8. No refuse will be allowed to be deposited in the Dump 
except during the Dump hours designated by the Board of 
Health, and during which time the Dump Attendant will be 
present. 


A penalty of $20.00 will be imposed for each offense. 
The above regulations to take effect May 20th, 1935.

The maintenance of these rivers is compulsory by the 
order of the State Department of Conservation, Division of 
Fisheries and Game, for the purpose of allowing herring to 
enter the rivers to spawn. 


It has been necessary twice during the year to use the 
power hose for clearing rivers after a heavy wind and high 
tide.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit for your approval my report for the year 
1940 of work started and completed by the highway depart- 
ment. 


Under the circumstances and with what money we have 
had available, I feel our department has accomplished a great 
deal. Our budget being cut considerably by the Finance 
Board and an additional deduction of $11,500. due to snow 
removal after the several bad storms of the early year, neces- 
sitated the curtailing of much road work which I deem es- 
sential to the upkeep of these roads and also necessitated the 
dropping of several drainage projects that I had planned, 
especially that’ proposed at Silver Beach, a very essential and 
worthwhile project. 


We have made considerable progress in the resurfacing 
of sidewalks that had become rough and dangerous for pedes- 
trians. Our method of sealcoating roads with pea stone has 
proved very beneficial and satsifactory. The roads treated in 
this manner seem to stand up better and also make a safer 
road to drive on, especially in wet weather. 


We have installed a new service truck that is constantly 
on the highway and as a means of keeping the highways 
clear from litter and refuse, has proved very successful. 


All our gravel roads have been resurfaced with gravel, 
and are in better condition than for several years past. The 
Hayway road is being widened and graveled by our depart- 
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ment with some W. P. A. labor; as this is a much used road 
to and from the camp, we feel much time and attention 
should be placed on this particular project. Mill road has 
been hardened for a distance of one and one half miles; this 
road is used more each year and I would recommend the 
eventual hardening of the entire road to West Falmouth as 
a means of relieving traffic through the center. 


Under Chapter 90 the town has maintained this year two 
and one half miles of road and resurfaced with pea stone John 
Parker Road, Sandwich Road, the amount spent under Chap- 
ter 90 being $2,250. 


Jones Road has been widened and resurfaced making it 
a very much traveled and useful road. 


Woods Hole Bridge has been completed and we now have 
one of the finest and best constructed bridges in the state, 
mechanically operated, on which it is necessary for this de- 
partment to keep a man employed for operation of this 
bridge. 


The new road from North Falmouth to Sandwich Road 
has been completed and turned over to the town. It will be 
necessary in future years for the town to provide the upkeep 
on this road. 


As I have stated before the pea stone process of improv- 
ing roads is working to great advantage in saving the upkeep 
of all roads treated in this manner and has proved a great 
SUCCESS. 


In conclusion may I say the equipment of the depart- 
ment has been brought up to first class condition. We have 
made a creditable showing with money available, employed 
much help, giving all worthy workers a chance to earn a liv- 
ing and have had the finest co-operation from all depart- 
ments in the town. Following you will find a detailed list of 
work accomplished by this department.

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Report of Finance Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Committee held eight meetings in 1940 and turned 
back to the town on December 31, 1940, $310.55 of the $15,000 
Reserve Fund appropriation with which it started the year. 


This committee’s fund was not large enough to finance 
all of the emergency needs of the departments and as you 
know it was necessary to hold one special town meeting late 
in the year. Nevertheless, we are recommending the same 
Reserve Fund appropriation of $15,000 for 1941. 


The Reserve Fund is purely an emergency provision. 
Emergencies which can be foreseen should be provided for 
in regularly appropriated budgets. We shall recommend to 
town meeting, budgets which with careful operation should 
carry departments through the year. This committee believes 
that to set up a larger Reserve Fund at the beginning of the 
year would tend to discourage departmental economy, or at 
least to remove a psychological brake on effort toward econ- 
omy. When money is in sight it is not easy to refrain from 
asking for it.

It would seem that any emergency which cannot be met 
from our $15,000 fund would be important enough to present 
to a special town meeting. This committee wants to hold 
special meetings to a minimum and will consider this point 
in recommending budget appropriations. 


We know that the year ahead will bring new conditions 
and new problems. With the certainty that the costs of run- 
ning some departments are bound to rise because of increased 
population and traffic brought by Camp Edwards, it will be 
well to deny ourselves at the beginning of the year many im- 
provements which in normal times would be desirable. If 
emergency expenditures are to rise, we can only hold down 
the tax rate by postponing proposals which, however desir- 
able, are not imperative this year. 


We believe that with continuance of greatly improved 
business the people of Falmouth are looking forward to a 
substantial reduction of relief costs. We believe that adminis- 
trative officials are doing their best to achieve this result. 
This committee believes that they may be helped by a com- 
prehensive survey of the whole welfare and medical aid situ- 
ation. Such a survey should consider possibilities of economy 
to be found in reorganization or new policies adapted to the 
present moment. The Finance Committee proposes to initi- 
ate such a study and to call upon the assistance of experts to 
make certain that the town is administering the various 
phases of relief and medical care with the highest degree of 
efficiency. 


Needs of the various departments and wishes of propon- 
ents of articles in the annual warrant are now being consid- 
ered with the definite purpose of providing all possible bene- 
fits from our municipal government in the coming year and 
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at the same time guarding against tax increase from the cer- 
tain emergency demands with which we will be faced. The 
Finance Committee realizes that its economy efforts will 
bring some disappointments. It will again ask the town to 
support its recommendations as carefully made in the inter- 
est of the most good for the most people in Falmouth.

A comparison of the 1939 and 1940 police records of ar- 
rests shows that during the months of October, November 
and December of 1940 the number of arrests were more than 
double that of the corresponding period of 1939. 


This seems to establish the fact that with an increase of 
population in a community there is bound to be a proportional 
amount of increase in crime. 


In view of these facts and with the inevitable increase 
in population due to Camp Edwards I have requested in my 
budget of 1941 an increase in the appropriation for this de- 
partment in order that we may be better prepared to take 
care of the increase in police work that is bound to occur.

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Report of Playground and Athletic Field 


Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Public Playground and Athletic Field Committee 
herewith submits a report on the new playground project 
now under construction at the Town Farm. 


The project has operated under the W. P. A. Program 
with the town furnishing all equipment, materials, skilled 
labor and supervision. When the project was originally writ- 
ten up the W. P. A. was operating through the open summer 
months. But when the project was placed in operation the 
W. P. A. changed its policy for Barnstable County and sus- 
pended all work during the open season. This change in the 
program has made it impossible to complete the construc- 
tion of the Athletic Field due to operating in the cold winter 
months under adverse weather conditions. The hurricane in 
1938 gave the project its most serious setback and now due 
to the national defense program all W. P. A. work has been 
suspended. 


To date the football field has been graded and seeded. 
The baseball infield has been graded and seeded. The cinder 
track has been finished except for the top mixture of clay. 
The terrace area which is to be used for the spectators and 
the outside play area near the pond have been graded but 
remain to be seeded. The parking space and driveway are 
Subgraded and will have to be surfaced. 
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The committee feel that the project cannot be completed 
under the W. P. A. program and that the Town should make 
an appropriation this year to complete the various units that 
will make the field available for use this spring. The remain- 
ing work will have to wait and be completed in subsequent 
years.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


To: The Chief of the Fire Department 


Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 
mit my annual report in connection with Fire Alarm main- 
tenance and other activities for which I am responsible. 


I have installed ICS type cells to replace the older type 
FIP cells used in our battery system. They have proven very 
satisfactory and should continue to do so for several years. 


For some time we have been bothered by corrosion of the 
moving parts and paint on the outer shell of the fire alarm 
boxes. To overcome this serious condition, I conducted a test 
for the factory on several finishes and metals, and as a result 
we have found a combination of finish and metals that 
should retard this action if not overcome it entirely. All the 
affected shells have now been replaced. 


There has been the usual amount of replacements and 
transfers as of other years. 


The Electric Company lines have fallen and damaged 
the fire alarm system on one or two occasions. On one such 
occasion, the cost to the department was considerable. 


I have reconstructed several sections of the fire alarm 
circuits that were in bad condition and would have eventual- 
ly resulted in circuit failure unless remedied. 
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I would like to suggest that consideration be given to re- 
placement of several old type boxes now in the system. These 
boxes are of the non-interfering pull-lever type and do not 
have the succession feature that is essential for intelligent 
transmission of alarms under all conditions. This would in- 
crease the efficiency of the system and avoid confusion and 
delay that would result if this type of box was operated dur- 
ing the transmission of another signal. 


I have installed a “Dual Alarm” system in the Lawrence 
High School that works in conjunction with Box No. 628. 
This system replaces the old electro-mechanical gongs that 
were in use. It enables the sounding of fire drills or fire 
alarms from within the building as desired, and also sends in 
an alarm in the event the sprinkler system should function. 


The traffic signals have functioned satisfactorily during 
the past year. There have been one or two instances when 
they have failed due to minor mechanical causes. The move- 
ment should be sent back to the factory for overhauling to 
insure proper operation in the future. 


The radio system is functioning in a satisfactory manner 
and unquestionably increases the efficiency of the depart- 
ment in dispatching and likewise in the extinguishing of fire. 


I have rendered assistance, in an electrical capacity, to 
the various Town departments from time to time. 


I have assisted the owners of property having sprinkler 
systems so as to insure proper operation of same whenever 
such assistance was necessary.

REMARKS BY THE CHIEF 


For the year 1940, and, in addition to the usual routine 
of responding to alarms for fire, this department has been 
called upon for several drowning accidents, in which the 
Rescue Squad, headed by Captain Mullen, using the “new 
resuscitator” responded and rendered first aid. In view of 
the excellent work performed by this first aid squad, I wish 
to commend the members of the permanent organization for 
their ability to render intelligent and efficient first aid as- 
sistance. 


In commenting upon the fire losses this year, it is neces- 
sary to report that a much larger total loss for the year has 
occurred. The total for the year is $31,239.64, and of this 
amount $27,510.65 was recovered by insurance. By examina- 
tion of the statistics the reader will note that if there had 
been no Fire Department and a total loss had resulted, there 
would have been an actual loss of better than half a million 
dollars. 


The largest losses for the year are listed as follows: 


H. V. Lawrence (house fire) 4/4/40 $5,500 
Malcolm Forbes (boat fire) 9/4/40 5,500 
W. Whitman (yacht fire) 9/24/40 5,000 
L. J. O'Connor (house fire) 4/28/40 2,700 
Philip J. Houle (house fire) 7/29/40 2,400 


All other fires were losses of less than $1,000 each. We 
have reports of three losses due to lightning in which no fire 
occurred. 


A serious explosion took place in the harbor of Woods 
Hole, on the 4th day of September which resulted in the death 
of Mrs. Anna Vickerson, secretary to Mrs. Malcolm Forbes. 
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After investigation of the accident, it appears that the ex- 
plosion was due to leaking gasoline vapors being ignited by 
a spark from the electric starter of the engine. The resulting 
explosion pinned Mrs. Vickerson to the floor of the cockpit 
of the boat and the resulting fire caused her death before 
help could succeed in reaching her. 

On May 13th, Engine No. 5 from East Falmouth station 
was involved in a collision while returning from a fire in the 
Waquoit section, and resulting in damage to the engine of 
approximately $600.00. Claim has been made by the owner 
of the automobile which was in contact with Engine No. 5, 
and the matter has been placed in the hands of the Town 
Counsel for settlement. In order to avoid situations of this 
nature in the future, all members of the department have 
been again warned that a speed in excess of 30 miles per hour 
when returning from fires shall not be tolerated, and that 
extra precaution must be taken to avoid any accidents in the 
department. 

I wish to report that the Lawrence High School has been 
completely sprinkled which results in seriously reducing the 
hazard that might result by fire. These automatic sprinklers 
will prevent any fire that starts from reaching serious pro- 
portions. By holding several fire drills, it is felt that the 
question of panic and loss of life resulting therefrom has also 
been reduced. In addition to this building being sprinkled, 
I wish to report that the Cape Codder Hotel has also been 
completely sprinkled. In connection with this however, I re- 
commend that the Town of Falmouth underwrite the expense 
of connecting this hotel directly to the Fire Alarm System. 
By doing so, the Fire Department will have automatic super- 
vision of the sprinkler system, and in case of fire immediate 
notice will be received automatically. The cost for this ex- 
pense is approximately $600.00. Other hotels in Falmouth 
and other buildings already sprinkled enjoy this same pro- 
tection, and it would appear that the amount of taxes paid 
by the Cape Codder Hotel warrants this service by the Fire 
Department as long as the owner has seen fit to make the 
expenditure of money necessary to make the sprinkler in- 
stallation. 
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It is recommended that adequate steps be taken to treat 
the brick walls of the Central Fire Station with water proof- 
ing. This was not done during the past year, and should have 
immediate attention this coming year. 


One man, Mr. Frederick E. Jones quit his position during 
the year, and the vacation substitute, Edward F. Kempton 
was placed in his position. No direct reason, or explanation 
from Mr. Jones has been received by the Chief. At the time 
of writing this report a vacancy is existing in the department 
and it is hoped that the vacancy will be filled as soon as pos- 
sible owing to the fact that sickness resulting from the pre- 
vailing influenza epidemic is making serious short handed 
condition in the department. 


The construction work at the Military Camp Edwards has 
taken, from most stations, the services of Call Men during 
the working period of the day; resulting in a serious “short 
handed condition” which required the immediate attention 
of the Board of Fire Engineers. The Chief recommended to 
the Board that he be given authority to appoint not more 
than twenty High School boys to become known as the “Jun- 
ior Fire Squad”. The authority was voted, and the Chief ap- 
pointed the following young men:

All of these were required to certify that they were phy- 
Sically fit and to file with the Chief written permission from 
their parents which was done. Lt. MacWhinnie was detailed 
to instruct the squad in their duties and at the time of writ- 
ing this report this Squad is in a position to render valuable 
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assistance to the Fire Department and is hoped that they 
may be suitably equipped with coats and helmets in the near 
future. It is distinctly understood that these young men are 
not to enter the hazardous work that may occur but confine 
their efforts to outside of the burning building and work in 
close conjunction with the permanent men and Officers of 
the department, thus relieving the regular men from “street 
work” so called, and making them available for inside and 
hazardous work. The occasion has not arisen, as yet, where 
the assistance of this Squad is required; but it is understood, 
that if they respond to any alarms, that the Junior Fire 
Squad will probably be calied upon for help in order that they 
may gain actual experience in the work that they can be ex- 
pected to perform. As Chief, I am both grateful and appre- 
ciative of the excellent spirit and the willingness to work of 
these young men. They are to be commended for taking upon 
themselves, early in life, their share of civic responsibility. 


I wish to call to the attention of the reader the reports 
of the Division of Fire Prevention under Lt. MacWhinnie and 
the report of Capt. Mullen of the Fire Alarm Division. In con- 
nection with the fire prevention division, the services of all 
members of the department are required in order that each 
permanent man and officer will be familiar with oil burner 
installations and oil storage hazard in their respective dis- 
tricts. The work of both divisions was entirely satisfactory 
to the department as a whole. 


I wish to commend the members of the Fire Department 
for the excellent work during the year, and to report that no 
cecasion has arisen to my knowledge of where a member of 
the department failed to do his full duty with a cheerful and 
willing disposition showing that the morale of the depart- 
ment is excellent.

REMARKS 


In commenting upon the past year, I desire to bring out 
that there were 23 less fires in the Town than during the 
previous year; but of the fires that occurred it will be noted 
that the average burned is very nearly twice that of the previ- 
ous year as shown by the table of statistics; of the 53 fires 
that occurred, 29 were grass fires, 4 were brush and grass, 
16 were brush, and 4 were woods fires. Owing to the fact that 
most fires occurred in wild brushland, and that most of the 
acreage burned over had no value as woodland, the total dam- 
age or loss by fires in the woods will not exceed $25.00. 


The statistics and experience since 1936 show that the 
precautions taken by the Forest Fire Warden together with 
good luck are the principal factors in keeping down the num- 
ber of fires and the element of immediate response prevents 
destructive extension of fires that do occur. The precautions 
referred to are: 


1. During dry periods, the establishment of a patrol and 
manning equipment for immediate day time response. 


2. By the use of two-way radio communication between the 
Forest Fire Towers, Central Fire Station and Patrol Cars 
equipped with radio. 


3. By the efficient cooperation of the look-out in the Towers. 


4. By making certain that all fire extinguishing equipment 
at hand is efficient and capable of performing its work. 


RADIO SYSTEM 


The radio system was continued in use and again proved 
to be an important factor in holding the fire loss down to its 
small proportions. The principal use was direct contact with 
the patrol, and during fires, enabled the Warden to obtain 
prompt response of such equipment as was necessary. It is 
the candid opinion of many who are familiar with Forest 
Fire work that the use of radio justifies its cost and has saved 
the Town much more than its cost of maintenance. The 
Town of Falmouth is now part of a radio network which in- 
cludes the following towns:—

Falmouth—3 cruisers 


It may be seen that the use of radio has extended in 
Barnstable County and Falmouth is now merely one of the 
small units of a State-wide Forest Fire Radio System. 
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CLEARING ROADSIDES 


The work of the Highway Surveyor is to be commended 
and greatly appreciated; much of the wood roads were 
cleared of brush again this year, and it is hoped that this 
work will be continued since the clearing of roadsides is a 
great advantage in two ways; Ist, it has a tendency to keep 
down fires that might result from automobilists or other per- 
sons carelessly throwing lighted cigarettes or other smoking 
material to the roadside during dry spells and 2nd, it estab- 
lishes an opportunity to hold or attack an approaching fire. 


TOWN PATROL 


The continued ‘use of two-way radio equipped Cruisers 
was used this year. These cars were driven by one properly 
licensed permanent man and one or more members of the 
“standby” crew. The patrol covers an indefinite route of all 
wooded roads and areas of the town, starting at noon on days 
of low humidity and dangerous fire condition, continuing until 
sundown, or thereafter. In many instances the patrol is first 
to reach the scene of the fire and proves invaluable in its ex- 
tinguishment. 


I recommend that its use be continued for the coming 
year. 


OUT OF TOWN FIRES 


During the past year this department responded to fires 
in the Towns of Barnstable, Mashpee and Sandwich. All of 
these fires were of serious proportions and it is hoped that 
this department was able to render satisfactory assistance. 


In connection with this subject, I wish to report that the 
relations between all towns concerning mutual aid has great- 
ly improved and the cooperation now existing is the best that 
this forest warden has experienced in his 20 years of service. 


I wish to report that the Town of Mashpee has paid all 
men in full for services rendered by this Town, and as a re-

sult of a conference with Mashpee and which the Selectmen 
of Mashpee and the Forest Warden of Mashpee and certain 
other Mashpee residents and officials together with Mr. 
William E. English, Chairman of the Falmouth Board of 
Selectmen and myself as Forest Warden, and also officials 
of the Town of Barnstable as represented by Mr. Bernard 
Ames and Mr. Lincoln Estes, State District Forest Warden, 
it was decided that forest fires occurring in Mashpee and upon 
call from the Forest Fire Warden of Mashpee that the Towns 
of Falmouth and Barnstable would render assistance. It was 
believed if fires could be extinguished promptly in Mash- 
pee and thus prevent a spread to either of the Towns that 
this action would prove to be less costly than attempting to 
extinguish a large fire when it reached the line of either 
Town. Therefore, I wish to report that this condition is now 
in effect and will be complied with during the coming year. 


The taking over of the military reservation by the Fed- 
eral Government and establishing thereon a military camp 
will undoubtedly result in increasing the number of forest 
fires during the coming year. With this in mind a conference 
was held this fall with Camp Officials and with representa- 
tives from the Towns of Bourne, Barnstable and Falmouth, 
and as a result of this conference it was agreed that aid and 
assistance would be rendered by the Towns to the Camp area 
upon call from the Commanding Officers representative at the 
Camp. It was further understood that the Federal Govern- 
ment would install forest fire fighting equipment and in turn 
render assistance to any Town in the surrounding locality. 
I wish to report therefore, that it is the intention of all offi- 
cials concerned to do their utmost to keep down and abate 
the forest fire situation. 


For the first time in many years, the State Fire Warden, 
Mr. M. C. Hutchins held a conference in November of all For- 
est Wardens and Fire Chiefs in Barnstable County. This con- 
ference did much to increase the friendly relations between 
the Cape officials and I believe that the results will be most 
gratifying. It is hoped that this practice will be continued 
during the coming years. 
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STANDBY SQUAD AND PATROL 


The volunteer squad of High School boys has been con- 
tinued this year and considered a success. These boys are 
under the personal supervision of Lt. MacWhinnie of the Divi- 
sion of Fire Prevention and will be called upon during the 
Spring of 1941 to form our standby squad and patrol. 


This squad operates as follows:— 
First, the boys are required to be physically fit. 


Second, if not at the age of 21, shall furnish written per- 
mission of their parents to do this work. 


Third, are willing to subject themselves to such regula- 
tions and orders, for their own good and protection, as may 
be imposed by either the High School Principal or the Chief 
of the Fire Department, or both. 


During the past year the squad rendered very effective 
service which is greatly appreciated by the Forest Fire War- 
den. 


Under a separate article which I have entered in the war- 
rant for this annual Town meeting, I am asking for a sum of 
money to purchase a modern and efficient piece of fire ap- 
paratus that is capable of working as a combat unit in the 
woods. Last year I asked for a chassis to replace the old 
Chevrolet truck, but I feel that it is my duty to recommend 
a more adequate piece of equipment and one that will be 
suitable to the growing needs of the Town. 


This piece of apparatus, if approved, will be a ten wheel, 
all wheels driving, heavy chassis that is capable of going 
through the woodland regardless of trees or other minor ob- 
stacles and directly attacking a fire. It will be capable of 
moving along a fire line and extinguishing fire as it goes. The 
Towns of Sandwich, Barnstable and the County have already 
installed such equipment, and it has proved beyond all doubt 
that this is the type of equipment necessary to extinguish 
fires on Cape Cod. 
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The truck will be equipped to carry 1,000 gallons of water 
or 8,340 pounds. It will also have mounted thereon a separ- 
ate piston type pump capable of delivering high pressures and 
the necessary amount of water to extinguish any type of con- 
ditions that may exist. By the use of such machine, fewer 
men will be required. During the past years the costs of ex- 
tinguishing one fire alone amounted to more than $7,000.00. 
It is felt that money will be well spent to equip the Town with 
this type of equipment. I hope that this article will be ap- 
proved. 


The itemized expense of operating this department will 
be found in the Town Accountant’s report.

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Report of Aviation Commitee 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


At the last Town Meeting, your committee was instructed 
and authorized, together with the Board of Selectmen, to 
enter into a lease with the Coonamessett Ranch Company 
covering premises then used as a municipal airport. Your 
committee conferred with the officers of the Coonamessett 
Ranch Company and the company’s attorney, but was unable 
to obtain a satisfactory lease. This was due to the fact that 
your committee and the Board of Selectmen on one side, and 
the Coonamessett Ranch Company on the other, could not 
agree on what restrictions should be placed upon the use of 
the field. It is the feeling of your Committee, that aviation 
has ceased to be a luxury or an adventure, and is fast becom- 
ing a necessary and highly efficient means of communication 
and transportation. For this reason, it no longer seems feas- 
ible for a municipality intending to have an airport in the 
future to tie itself down with too many restrictions, which 
limit the use of the airport materially. It would seem that 
if the Town is going to have an airport at all, it should have 
the right to use it for any purpose for which an airport may 
be used. Your Committee, therefore, feels that an appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate the possibility and advis- 
ability of acquiring a parcel of land or a long lease without 
restrictive covenants, is an essential to long range planning. 
In the event that the Town should acquire a parcel or parcels 
of land for an airport, it is certain that funds would be avail- 
able from government sources to materially assist its estab- 
lishment and development. It is true that in years past, the 
Town of Falmouth has been fortunate enough to maintain 
its airport at very low cost. This has been due to the fact 
that an operator has been available from time to time who 
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has been willing to assume the responsibility of running the 
field with little help from the Town. No operator, however, 
would be willing to assume these responsibilities unless he 
has the right to make charter flights and do a reasonable 
amount of student instruction. The owners of Coonamessett 
Ranch feel that this commercial use of the field is growing 
and is a prejudice to their surrounding property. Even if the 
Town operated the field through a paid manager and other 
employees, it is perfectly evident to anyone who has followed 
the trend of aviation in the past ten years that the use of an 
aviation field is growing by leaps and bounds. An examina- 
tion of the records of our own field shows this. For the past 
year there were approximately twice as many arrivals of out- 
of-town planes as the year before; and in 1939, there were 
almost twice as many as the previous year to that. The exact 
figures showing the arrivals of out-of-town planes at the Fal- 
mouth Airport are as follows:

This is illustrative of the extent of use of the field by our 
summer guests and others who visit the Town. Among our 
summer visitors there are many who use the field constantly, 
since the nature of their business is such that they cannot 
stay in Falmouth all during the summer but commute by air- 
plane which makes it possible for them to have much more 
time with us. The numbers of these summer visitors, who 
use airplanes in this manner, are growing. 


Not only has the field been used much more extensively 
by visitors and residents in the past few years, but it has been 
utilized for the training of student pilots for the United States 
government. The fact that the government has used the field 
in this manner is a tribute to the efficiency and competency 
of the organization operating the airport. The Town of Fal- 
mouth should be proud to have thus contributed to the vital 


defense program. 
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The Committee has had an indication from Coonamessett 
Ranch Company that the company will be willing that the 
Town go along on a month to month basis at Seventy-five 
dollars ($75) per month, until such time as a definite policy 
can be determined. It would seem that this was an advisable 
course and that the proposed committee to investigate the 
advisability of obtaining an airport should be able after their 
survey to make some definite recommendations. 


It must be further considered that there have been at- 
tempts in the past to discontinue the Woods Hole branch of 
the New York, New Haven, & Hartford Railroad Company. In 
the future, these attempts will probably be renewed and in a 
relatively short time it may be that Falmouth will be without 
railroad service. In this case, it would be all the more es- 
sential that an aviation field be available for the Town; and 
in that case, it might very well be that an airline would be 
established. Otherwise, it might be necessary to use the 
Hyannis Airport for Falmouth passengers, with consequent 
injury to Falmouth business.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 17, 1941. 
Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetis. 
Dear Sirs: 


Herewith is my report of the claims and suits which have 
been brought against the Town of Falmouth during the cal- 
endar year 1940 or which remain pending, together with a re- 
port of the cases disposed of during the year 1940. 


A. CASES DISPOSED OF IN 1940: 


1. John R. Augusta, Building Inspector vs. Edwin W. Dube. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 

This was a Bill in Equity brought on behalf of the Build- 
ing Inspector to compel compliance with the provisions of 
the Falmouth Zoning By-Law as to the size and location of 
advertising signs. After a prompt and brief hearing at Boston, 
Judge Brogna granted the petition of the Town, through its 
Building Inspector, and entered a decree that the signs in- 
volved be removed. This decree was complied with by the 
respondent and the case thus terminated. 


2. Josephine W. Lawrence vs. Town of Falmouth. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 

This was a petition for assessment of land damages and 
resulting damages by the widening and relocation of Surf 
Drive which was adjusted and settlement papers filed thus 
Gisposing of this case. 
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3. Caleb Loring et al, Trustee, vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 

The petitioners sought to have their tax valuation re- 
duced. The case was prepared for trial but upon the opening 
of the hearing at Boston petitioners withdrew their claim, 
preferring to request a reduction for 1941. 


4. The following cases before the Appellate Tax Board at 
Boston, in all of which the petitioners claimed the assessment 
valuations were excessive, were all settled by adjustment 
without the necessity and without the expense of trial, a 
course which seemed advisable in view of the nature of the 
cases and the amounts involved, viz:— 


a. Hilbert Van N. Schenck, et als, Trustees vs. Assessors 
of Falmouth. 


b. Howard Company vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 

ce. James F. Halloran et als. vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 
d. George E. Smith et al vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 

e. Edwin N. Fenno vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 

f. Falmouth Institute vs. Assessors of Falmouth. 


In this case the petitioner claimed, in addition to an 
excessive valuation, that its property was wholly or 
partially exempt but in view of the fact that a par- 
tial abatement had been made by the Assessors of 
its 1939 taxes, it withdrew its tax appeal and thus it 
was disposed of. 


B. PENDING CASES: 


1. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth. 
(Suffolk Superior Court) 

This is a suit brought a long while ago for a small amount 
claimed due Boston for welfare relief against which Falmouth 
has a counter claim. It is not considered that this case will 
ever be brought to trial by the plaintiff. 
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2, Megansett Shores Corporation vs. County of 
Barnstable. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 

This is a petition to have land damages assessed for land 
taken by the County of Barnstable in 1938 for the new North 
Falmouth to Hatchville Road, and is defended by the Town of 
Falmouth because the Town is the responsible party. It has 
not yet been reached for trial. It will be on the list of cases 
for jury trial in the April 1941 session. 


3. Coonamessett Ranch Co. vs. County of Barnstable. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 

This is likewise a petition for assessment of damages for 
land taken for the same North Falmouth to Hatchville Road. 
This case is pending on the Barnstable County jury trial list. 
The Town of Falmouth, being responsible for the damages, 
has to assume the defense of this action. 


C. PENDING APPELLATE TAX BOARD CASES: 


1. Warbasse Association Inc. vs. Board of Assessors 

of Falmouth. 

In the matter of size this appeal for abatement of taxes 
is the largest which has been brought against the Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth. The property involved is the substan- 
tial and picturesque Warbasse estate located at the end of 
Penzance Point, Woods Hole, with water frontage both on 
Woods Hole Great Harbor and on Woods Hole Channel. This 
is an important case because it involves the question for de- 
termination by the Appellate Tax Board whether there shall 
be a reduction or substantial reduction in assessed valuations 
of property of this type in view of the lessening demand 
therefor. This case will be reached for trial during the spring 
of 1941. 


2. Co-operative Central Bank vs. Board of Assessors 

of Falmouth. 

The petitioner bank, as owner of the property, claims the 
tax assessment is excessive. This case will probably be reached 
for trial and disposed of during the spring or early summer 
of 1941.

3. John Sikora vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 

This is also a case in which the owner claims his tax as- 
sessment is excessive. This case probably will be reached for 
trial during the spring or early summer of 1941. 


4. Grace Taylor vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 

This is one more case in which the owner claims that the 
tax assessment is excessive. It will probably be reached for 
trial some time during the year 1941. 


D. TAX TITLES: 


There were no new petitions filed for foreclosure of tax 
tax titles in 1940. Settlements of several pending tax titles 
cases in 1940 resulted in receipt of a substantial amount of 
tax money by the Town. Nearly all of the tax title proceed- 
ings heretofore commenced have been terminated although 
there have been all kinds of difficulties incurred resulting in 
delay and also complications caused by various mistakes or 
errors of record, missing heirs, lack of names and addresses of 
interested parties and other similar matters which hinder 
progress in terminating foreclosure proceedings. 


E. ADDITIONAL CASES: 


As the result of a collision between an automobile and 
fire apparatus, there is a tort action pending in the Barn- 
stable Superior Court brought by Emeline Jordan vs. Frank 
Corey, Captain of the Falmouth Fire Department, who, at the 
time of the automobile accident, was operating in the course 
of his employment as an officer of the Falmouth Fire Depart- 
ment. A claim has been made, but not brought as a suit, by 
John Andrade who was injured in the same accident. 


In a case of this kind, the operator of a town motor 
vehicle is the party against whom suit must be brought be- 
cause there is no liability of the municipality as such pro- 
vided the operator is a man efficient for employment in such 
a position. Therefore, both of these claims had to be made 
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against Captain Corey personally. On the other hand, it is a 
frequent occurrence for Cities and Towns, recognizing the 
fact that there is a moral obligation on them in such cases, 
to undertake the defense of such action and the responsibil- 
ity for damages. In this instance, it would seem proper and 
appropriate for the Town of Falmouth to follow this course 
of action and to assume the defense of this case and of the ad- 
ditional claim and also to provide funds for possible adjust- 
ment of the case and claim if, in the opinion of the Board 
of Selectmen, fair and reasonable settlements can be made. 


To conclude, there are now pending against the Town of 
Falmouth two cases of jury trial for assessment of land dam- 
ages, one case for small alleged welfare amount which prob- 
ably will never be brought to trial, and four cases brought 
against the Board of Assessors before the Appellate Tax 
Board, one of which is considered as a very important case.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We are pleased to report that the work of the Library has 
progressed favorably during 1940. The number of borrowers 
was almost 50% greater than in the previous year, and the 
total circulation of books showed a small increase. The Libra- 
rian’s Report which follows gives the year’s activities in de- 
tail. 


PERSONNEL 


Mrs. Cecelia Bowerman Fuglister resumed her position 
as Librarian in July. Mrs. Ruth H. Farrell, who had served 
capably as Acting Librarian during Mrs. Fuglister’s 15-month 
leave of absence, was retained on a part-time basis as an as- 
sistant, and gave particular attention to children’s work, 
which she has already developed to a substantial extent as 
indicated by the new records as reported. Mrs. Dora K. Harris 
also continues as part-time assistant to the Librarian. 


KATHARINE LEE BATES MEMORIAL 


The Trustees in behalf of the entire town acknowledge 
with deep gratitude and appreciation the splendid gift of Mrs. 
Frank T. Gorman of Princeton and Falmouth, of the beauti- 
ful Katharine Lee Bates Memorial, described in the Libra- 
rian’s report. This is indeed a most distinctive feature of the 
Library and one which will long be both a richly deserved 
memorial and a source of inspiration to all Falmouth’s citi- 
zens and friends. 
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PARKING FOR PATRONS 


For some time the driveway in front of the Library build- 
ing has been inadequate to accommodate the cars of our 
patrons with convenience and safety. It is now planned to 
widen the driveway on the side toward Main Street enough 
to permit convenient diagonal parking directly in front of 
the building. An appropriation for this improvement is re- 
quested in the 1941 Library budget. A further aid to safety 
would be gained by allowing only one-way traffic, east to 
west, on the main Library loop. Present use is almost all in 
this direction, but there is just enough of the other to cause 
danger. This driveway is used very extensively by school 
children. 


1941 OUTLOOK 


With the large number of men coming into Camp Ed- 
wards during the year there will undoubtedly be an increas- 
ing opportunity for widened Library service. Fullest possible 
cooperation with the Camp authorities is offered by the Trus- 
tees, both before and after the Camp establishes its own 
Library facilities. There may well be a need for more books, 
possibly of specialized kinds, and more periodicals. Requests 
have already been received that the Library be kept open 
later than 8:30 in the evening, and the possibility of Sunday 
opening is under consideration. 

The Trustees cordially invite suggestions as to how the 
Library service may be improved. 

We want to express our appreciation of the enthusiastic 
cooperation of the staff, and to thank all those who have con- 
tributed books or helped in any way during the past year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT — 1940 


During the year Mrs. Ruth Farrell continued as Acting 
Librarian until the first of July, when Mrs. Fuglister returned 
to her position after a year’s leave of absence. Mrs. Farrell’s 
work was most capable, and she was retained as an assistant 
for the rest of the year, the volume of work done at the 
library justifying this addition to the staff. Mrs. Farrell’s 
time has been largely devoted to publicity and children’s work, 
two phases which have needed development, and it is urgent- 
ly hoped that she can continue along these lines. 


Since July a separate record of book circulation in the 
children’s department has been kept for the first time, and we 
expect to continue this record. We found that about one- 
third of the books loaned by the library are to children. This 
verification is most gratifying, for we feel that it shows a 
healthy reading activity on the part of our numerous younger 
visitors, who are forming reading habits which will give them 
pleasure all their lives. 


This interest was encouraged during the fall by visits to 
the library by each class in the Village Grammar School, at 
which times the library regulations were explained, new regis- 
trations accepted, and the system of “certificate” reading in- 
troduced. A number of pupils became interested in this spe- 
cial reading, and about twenty-five received certificates at 
a small presentation party just after Christmas. More of 
these certificates will be awarded at the end of the school 
year. The teachers have been most cooperative in working 
out this program. 


The outstanding feature of the fall was Book Week, as 
usual. Another poster contest was sponsored, with the assist- 
ance of Miss Hildreth, Art Supervisor in the schools. Excel- 
lent posters were submitted by the Woods Hole, Hast Fal- 
mouth, Teaticket, Junior High, and Vilage Grammar Schools. 
Books were awarded as prizes for the five winning posters, 
one in each school. An exhibit of new books was held through- 
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out the Week and viewed by many visitors. Three classes from 
the High School came to the library for book talks, and Mrs. 
Farrell attended Boy and Girl Scout meetings and gave book 
reviews. The Girl Scouts kindly assisted the Book Week pro- 
gram by distributing fliers throughout the town as widely as 
possible. Also, by courtesy of Dr. Norman Hughes, a window 
on Main Street was decorated for Book Week publicity. All 
overdue books were received without any collection of fines 
during the Week. 


The really important event of the library year was the 
establishment of the Katharine Lee Bates Memorial Shelf. 
A group of Miss Bates’s books was collected by Mrs. Frank T. 
Gorman of Princeton, a summer resident of Falmouth, and 
a former pupil of Miss Bates at Wellesley College. They were 
presented to the library by Mrs. Gorman at a tea on June 
20th, with a very beautiful case Specially designed to shelve 
them. The gift was accepted by Mr. Milford R. Lawrence as 
chairman of the trustees, and the books, now a complete col- 
lection, are in their places for perusal and appreciation by the 
townspeople of Miss Bates’s birthplace. The library and the 
town are greatly indebted to Mrs. Gorman for her interest 
and her gift. 


In addition to the Memorial Shelf, we wish to acknowl- 
edge gifts from other friends of the library, in particular from 
Miss Mabel Fulton of West Falmouth who presented a col- 
lection of books in French, which we believe will be of inter- 
est to some of our readers. The library does not attempt to 
purchase books in foreign languages except for East Fal- 
mouth, the occasional demand for such material being met 
by interlibrary borrowing. 


The library has been used since Thanksgiving as a meet- 
ing place for the Book Review group of the Outlook Club. 
These meetings have been open to the public, and have proved 
most interesting to all concerned.. They are to be continued 
throughout the winter. 
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The following recommendations are suggested as needing 
attention in the future: adequate shelving for the bound vol- 
umes of the Enterprise and also for the considerable amount 
of music owned by the library, systematic discarding of obso- 
lete and little-used books, a large purchase of replacements 
to put back on our shelves copies of basic books which have 
been lost and worn out, purchase of more technical books, a 
staff ready to handle increased business which may result 
from the increased population of Camp Edwards during the 
year. 


In closing I wish to thank the trustees and the other 
members of the staff for their interest and cooperation at all 
times.

During the years of ’39 and ’40 owing to the interest of 
the summer patrons, in the youth of North Falmouth, a con- 
siderable number of volumes pertaining to collegiate studies 
were offered to this library.

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Report of Water Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report detailing the 
operations of the Town Water Works for the year ending 1940. 


This has been a year of unusual activity in all branches 
of the Department. There have been 66 new services installed 
and an increasing number of renewals extending from the 
street to house; this being done at the option of the water 
taker. 


Several improvements in the system have been carried 
out with a view to providing better domestic service by ex- 
tending dead-ends, and better fire supplies by cutting down 
friction losses in force mains. These results were accom- 
plished by cleaning and relining mains, and by laying addi- 
tional short stretches of mains as cut-offs. 


The demand for minor extensions to small colonies and 
land developments has increased notably; so much, in fact, 
that we requested and were granted authority to increase the 
amount available for this purpose from $4,000.00 to $5,500.00 
in order to take care of extensions which were urgently re- 
quested. 


A marked improvement in the supply to Woods Hole has 
resulted from lining mains between Quissett and Woods Hole 
Standpipes so that even under the increasing demand for 
water in Woods Hole, largely by the various government agen- 
cies located there, we have been able to maintain a uniform 
high level in the Woods Hole Standpipe. 


It is interesting to note that the increased activities of 
the Department are not connected with the construction of 
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Camp Edwards—except in a very small way. There have been 
possibly a half dozen new houses whose construction was 
caused or hastened by the demand from Camp residents. 
There were many summer houses occupied in the latter part 
of the year which have been closed in previous winters. This 
results in some increased revenue but not in direct proportion 
to the amount used, because in many cases the use of water 
does not exceed the minimum allowance which is paid by the 
annual minimum charge. In the winter season the pumpage 
is less than one-half that in summer so the increased de- 
mand due to these houses places no burden on the pumps. 


A total of 350,603,000 gallons was pumped during the 
year, this being the largest quantity ever pumped by our plant 
and 30,912,000 more than for 1939. This is partly accounted 
for by increased flushing necessitated by cleaning and lining 
processes and a very considerable amount is discharged from 
blow-offs on dead-end lines which must run quite constantly 
to prevent stagnant and discolored water. Elimination of 
these dead-ends which is being accomplished as fast as pos- 
sible will mean a considerable reduction in the number of 
gallons of water pumped. Even with this increased pumpage 
the main steam pump was able to carry the load with only 
occasional boosting by the emergency gas pumps. 


LONG POND WATERSHED: 

Surveys have been made of certain additional land sur- 
rounding Long Pond which we feel should be acquired in 
order to properly protect the pond from possible contamin- 
ation. Negotiations with various owners are under way and 
it is expected that the Town will be asked at the February 
Town Meeting to vote the purchase or taking of about 120 
acres, funds for this purpose being taken from water revenue. 


Proposed improvements for 1941 comprise additional 
cement lining of about 5 miles of 8” and 10” pipe, cleaning of 
some lines which are badly filled with tubercles, a standpipe 
for the eastern section of the Town with enlarged mains lead- 
ing to and from it as mentioned in our report for 1939. These 
are all part of a program previously made up looking toward 
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making equally good conditions of supply and pressure for 
all parts of the system. It should be remarked that all con- 
templated additions and improvements now in view will be 
taken care of from the revenue of this department as has been 
the case since 1935. Since 1929 we have taken care of 
all maturing bonds and interest, financed the installation of 
meters costing in the neighborhood of $50,000.00, paid for all 
other additions and improvements to the system, while at the 
same time having a reduction of some $14,000.00 a year in 
revenue due to the Town’s voting in 1933 to discontinue pay- 
ment for hydrant service and public buildings, and a decrease 
in revenue of over 10% resulting from the meter system. 


The metered rates were reduced as of January 1, 1941 by 
still further increasing the free allowance of water inclosed in 
the quarterly minimum originally 800 cubic feet. This is now 
1000 cubic feet or 1500 gallons per quarter more than when 
meters were first put in July 1, 1937. On August 1, 1938, a re- 
duction was made involving the sliding scale and the mini- 
mum allowance, and on January 1, 1941 the recently an- 
nounced further reduction in charges by increasing the al- 
lowance to 1000 cubic feet per quarter. 


Total charges for water service to 3190 services during 
1940 amounted to $72,356.36 compared with $76,310.45 to 3000 
takers in 1936. Attention is called to the item of ‘Water 
Surplus” shown in the Town Accountant’s report which re- 
presents the amount on hand. This is a maximum at the end 
of the calendar year as it includes a portion of the annual 
advance payments of some 1500 water takers as well as un- 
expended portions of our 1940 budget. This had included ex- 
penditures for major improvements that it was not possible 
to accomplish in 1940. 


Although bonds and interest payments have materially 
decreased, most of those have to be met before the 1941 an- 
nual charges become due. The heaviest expenditures for im- 
provements and new construction take place in the spring 
so that the present “surplus” will be about sufficient to carry 
through our program for 1941. 
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ORGANIZATION: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, Mr. E. E. C. 
Swift was elected for his ninth successive term, thus starting 
his 25th year of service as Commissioner. The Board was re- 
organized by the election of Mr. Swift as Chairman, Mr. C. 
Edward Hall, Secretary. The operating personnel has contin- 
ued as before with John C. Moore, Superintendent; George A. 
Griffin, Engineer and Registrar; Mrs. C. Peter Russell, Book- 
keeper and Clerk; Miss Winifred Weeks, Office Assistant. Dur- 
ing the year Miss Barbara Noyes succeeded Mrs. H. H. Broad- 
bent who resigned because of removal from Falmouth. Miss 
Noyes, who works under the supervision of the Town Treasur- 
er, divides her time between the work of the Treasurer’s Office 
and acts as Collector of Water Revenue.

CEMENT PIPE LINING: 

Continuing our policy of lining existing pipes as well as 
using only lined pipe for new installations, one complete line 
from Quissett Standpipe to Woods Hole Standpipe was lined 
by the “Tate” Process. This consists of 5,289 feet of 8” and 
5,737 feet of 10” pipe. As there are two lines of approximately 
equal capacity connecting these two standpipes, we selected 
the one through Quissett Avenue rather than the State Road 
largely to avoid undue disturbance of traffic as well as free- 
dom from interference by traffic with the lining operations. 
This work was done in April and May. 


As previously noted, this lining greatly improved the flow 
conditions to the Woods Hole Standpipe. A further im- 
provement in pumping conditions has resulted from the cross- 
connection on the Sippewissett Road between the entrance 
and exit of Gunning Point Avenue. This shortens the dis- 
tance for water going to Woods Hole via the Sippewissett Road 
by 2160 feet. The whole Sippewissett main is of unlined pipe 
and when tuberculated, offers considerable resistance to flow. 
It has been found necessary to clean it every 3 or 4 years, as 
each time after cleaning it begins to fill up more rapidly. We 
propose to make a permanent improvement by lining the 
whole length of 17,350 feet with cement, as was done on the 
Quissett-Woods Hole line. 


Another extension which will materially strengthen the 
system is that of extending the 6” line on Gifford Street to a 
junction with Lakeview Avenue. The latter has only a 4” 
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pipe for a distance of some 3000 feet. It supplies 18 houses 
and 2 hydrants. The Gifford Street tie will greatly increase 
the pressure and capacity of the 4” line. 


All new pipe 6” and larger is of one or other of the non- 
corroding types, either lined with bitumastic or cement; or 
asbestos-cement pipe. 


MAINTENANCE: 
The maintenance of the system has been carried on in 
routine manner. 


Regular inspections have been made of gates and hy- 
drants and repairs made where necessary. 


All hydrants have been operated at least twice during the 
year and the packing set up or replaced. About two-thirds 
of the hydrants have been painted. Two hydrants were re- 
moved on account of highway construction and the location 
of one had to be changed on account of construction of the 
new Eel Pond Bridge at Woods Hole. Three were broken off 
by automobiles and four new installations were made as fol- 
lows: one on Ransom Road, Quissett, one at the Cape Codder 
Hotel, Sippewissett, one at Racing Beach and one at Prospect 
Street, Falmouth. 


There were six main line leaks, two of which were com- 
plete failures. The first leak at Racing Beach was caused by 
lightning getting into the 8” line during an electric storm 
and the second at Maravista where a whole length of 10” 
failed due to water hammer. 


All four standpipes were taken off the line during the 
spring months and thoroughly washed out. Altitude valves 
were inspected and repaired and a new 6” blow-off was in- 
stalled at the Woods Hole standpipe. It will be necessary to 
repaint the four top courses of the Woods Hole tank this year 
and the entire outside should have two coats of paint. 
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The temporary 6” steel line that by-passed the water 
during construction of the Chapoquoit Bridge at West Fal- 
mouth was taken out and salvaged and the frost-proof box 
containing the new line under the deck of the bridge was 
completed. 


New 6” sprinkler connections were made for the Frost 
Boat Company at Falmouth Heights, the Cape Codder Hotel 
at Sippewissett and Lawrence High School in the village. 


Four new gates were added to the system. 


Few people in this vicinity have had to suffer the incon- 
venience and danger that comes from failure of water supply 
but all who are responsible for maintaining the essential 
utilities of which water is perhaps the most necessary, have 
had to give thought to many things which, though at this 
time may seem remote, are still possible. 


We believe we should be prepared for such emergencies 
as the breakdown or destruction of our pumping plant, or of 
the pollution of our supply. We should have an emergency 
program designed to still supply the Town with wholesome 
drinking water, and with water to put out fires, even if neces- 
sary to have driven wells prepared and ready to pump directly 
into the system. We also believe we should provide ourselves 
with an ample supply of repair parts for all of the vital parts 
of the system if for no other reason than that due to the 
manufacturers directing most of their output and equipment 
to war industries, it would be difficult to obtain parts on short 
notice. In line with such preparations for contingencies we 
have been advised by our Consulting Sanitary Engineers to 
provide chlorination to prevent possible pollution by sabotage. 
This course is thoroughly recommended by the New England 
Water Works Association and has the approval of the State 
Board of Public Health. The dosage of chlorine will be rela- 
tively small and should not affect the taste of the water. It 
is not expected that its presence can be detected except by 
precise chemical analysis. 
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Collections for water charges have continued at about the 
same rate as in previous years; that is, about 80% of the 
amount of water sold in 1940 was paid for in 1940. The amount 
for unpaid bills remains about the same every year. There 
is at any one time approximately $15,000 outstanding; this 
representing charges from one month to one year overdue. 
There seems to be a disinclination to pay water bills until the 
last minute. It would be conducive to prompter payment if a 
discount were allowed for this—say 5%. 


The matter of liens seems to call for some explanation. 
The “lien” is a method of securing to the Town payment of 
an overdue bill. Collection of a property tax is assured to the 
Town by law without any action other than to assess it. A 
water bill, in order to insure its collection, must, in addition 
to being assessed to the taker, have certain statements filed 
by the Water Commissioners in the Registry of Deeds. These 
statements of the account are then sent to the Assessors who 
in turn commit them to the Town Tax Collector. The lien 
law permits these statements to be filed after a bill is over- 
due 60 days and limits the time of placing to 18 months. We 
have chosen to strike a medium of 12 months so that after a 
bill is overdue one year, a lien is filed. We have felt that this 
gives a taker ample time to pay his bill. We regret to say that 
this is not always appreciated, for in the 12 months the prop- 
erty may change hands without our being notified, and we 
then have the disagreeable job of informing the new owner 
that there are overdue charges on his property. Had we 
placed the lien at the end of 60 days, it would have had to be 
cared for when the property changed hands. After a lien is 
committed to the Assessors in proper form the account is then 
closed on the Water Department books exactly as if paid, and 
we have no further record of it. The Tax Collector is then 
responsible according to Chapter 40 of the General Laws for 
collecting it in the same manner as with unpaid property 
taxes; that is by sale of the property if necessary. It is our 
duty to file these statements according to law. We would be 
remiss in our duty if we failed to do so. If not paid, there is 
nothing this department can do about it. When paid to the 
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Tax Collector, the amounts are credited to the Water Depart- 
ment. We regret the necessity of filing statements of overdue 
charges as the amounts are relatively small and the inci- 
dental legal costs are high in proportion to the original 
charge. There are a number of customers whose accounts 
have to be liened almost every period, and we have tried to 
impress upon them the unnecessary costs they must pay. 
These add to the water charges as much as $6.00 a year for a 
$14.00 bill if liened each quarter. 


We believe that budget figures should be made up to en- 
able every Town Department to pay for all service required 
from other departments. The largest single item of such 
service furnished by the Water Department to the Town as a 
whole would be for the cost of operation of the water system 
required solely for fire protection. This of course means 
hydrant service for which the Water Department was reim- 
bursed up to 1933. Next in importance is water used for 
schools and other public buildings which in dollars and cents 
amounts to $1,534.42 a year. One of the worst features of not 
requiring them to pay for water is that there is no incentive 
to stop excessive use and waste and we have no control over 
these. 


The question is not whether the Water Department needs 
the revenue, or whose pocket the money comes from and goes 
into, but what it really amounts to is taking some of the 
money collected from water users presumably to pay for their 
water service, to help in the expense of operating other de- 
partments such as School, Fire, Police, Bathing Pavilion, Com- 
munity Center, Town Hall, and Parks. Only by a charge to 
these departments for water service the same as is made for 
telephone and electric service can the true cost be shown for 
the various operations and services of the different depart- 
ments. The total cost of these municipal services to the tax- 
payers will remain the same, but the budgets showing the 
cost of individual departments will give a true and uncamou- 
flaged picture of the financial set-up. 
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It is our wish to expand the water system wherever need- 
ed with due regard to maintaining a proper balance to the 
different parts. We are anxious to improve the system as well 
as to make water service available to as many people as pos- 
sible. We are authorized to make “minor extensions” of the 
mains without specific vote of the Town up to $4,000.00 as 
noted before, but no extension, except those solely for the im- 
provement of the system, may be laid unless a guarantee of 
9% is secured in accordance with a by-law of the Town. This 
applies to minor as well as major extensions. An extension 
can only be classed as an improvement to the system when it 
connects existing parts thus increasing capacities and thereby 
providing more pressure for the same cost or reducing costs of 
maintenance and pumping. An Extension of 1,000 or 1,200 
feet to reach two or three new customers is an added expense, 
not an asset, and indiscriminate laying of such extensions 
would be destructive. To prevent this dnd protect the exist- 
ing consumers and rate-payers, the Finance Committee re- 
commended and the Town voted the 9% by-law. 


All proposed extensions of the water system requested at 
the Town Meeting should be considered in the light of the 
foregoing. 


It is our aim to establish and maintain a high standard 
of service, and to provide pure water and ample fire supplies 
at reasonable cost and with due regard to the fact that the 
size of the Town is increasing and parts of the system are 
becoming old. We appreciate the cooperation of the water 
takers in helping us to carry out these aims and invite sug- 
gestions for improvement in any feature of our activities.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT 


January 8, 1941. 
To the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Gentiemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1940. More 
water was pumped during 1940 than in any previous year. 
Cleaning of mains and blowing off for discoloration account 
for most of this. A decided improvement was noticed in the 
filling of Woods Hole standpipe since the cleaning and lining 
of the mains in that vicinity last spring. Long Pond is still 
at a low level, being several inches lower than a year ago. 


Engine Room 

The Worthington steam pump has been run every day 
the past year. The longest continuous run being made from 
August 10th to 18th. 

An average of 411.5 gallons of water per pound of coal 
was obtained for the year. As the steam unit handled the 
load easily during the summer, it was not necessary to oper- 
ate the gas engines to any great extent. 

Only minor repairs have been required during the year. 


Boiler Room 
The boilers which are twenty years old are in good con- 
dition. The furnace under No. 2 boiler was rebuilt last winter, 
and one feed pump was repaired at the shop. 


Living Quarters 
No repairs have been necessary to this part of the plant. 
All trimmings on the station house have been painted two 
coats. Following are the records of water pumped in 1940.

Report of the Town Forest Committee for 1940 


To the Honorable Beard of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


As the area of the Town Forest is increasing with the 
purchase of new lands along the watershed of Long Pond, the 
problem of its care and upkeep is an ever increasing one. It 
is, however, fortunate that the town has had this outlet for 
the employment of its welfare labor during the winter months. 
Last winter your committee was able to use this labor for a 
period of about six weeks and the areas along Gifford Street 
and those at the north end of the pond were cleaned up ready 
for new plantings. About ten acres on the west side of the 
pond were also cleaned up where the underbrush had over- 
grown the plantings made in 1936. 


The Sereno Farm on Gifford Street from which all the 
buildings were moved, was given a thorough clean-up, and 
quantities of debris were taken to the town dump. The cellar 
hole was filled and the whole area planted to red pines, which 
made a good catch, and are growing well. 


In several areas where the newly planted trees are grow- 
ing well all of the white and red oak were removed and ap- 
proximately 25 cords of wood was distributed to the welfare 
workers. 


About 25,000 young trees were planted, mostly on the 
eastern side of the pond along the Brick Kiln Road and Gif- 
ford Street. These trees were as follows: 10,000 red pines; 
10,000 white pines; and 5,000 white spruce. The latter were 
planted along the slopes among the rocky hillsides just south 
cf the entrance to the forest on Brick Kiln Road. 1,000 hem- 
locks were also planted in a very sheltered area back of the 
grove of large pines on the so-called Forbes land. In some 
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places the spruces and hemlocks were mixed, as it seems to 
be the coming practice not to have pure stands of one variety 
of tree in forest planting. 


During the coming season, provided the necessary labor 
can be secured, we can plant about the same number of trees 
on the western side of the watershed on the Trustees of Pub- 
lic Reservations Land. 


Your committee believes that there should be areas of 
locust planted, as this tree is not attacked by the Gypsy Moth 
and its usefulness is well-known. 


There is now a plan perfected by the State Department 
of Conservation whereby a Local committee may avail itself 
of the services of a forester who will go over the Town Forest 
and make a plan for the future development of the area so 
that the best practices in Forestry management will be as- 
sured. There is a small fee in connection with this service. 


Your committee has repeatedly called attention to the 
very remarkable display of dogwoods at the north end of the 
pond, and last season the trees were more beautiful than ever. 
It is hoped that more persons will go to see this display which 
is usually at its best the end of May. Use the Brick Kiln Road 
entrance. 


Much more work should be done on the roads as most of 
these are on rather hilly ground and wash badly during heavy 
rains. It is very necessary to keep the roads in condition for 
fire protection and to get sprayers into the area. 


The U.S. forest service urged greater government con- 
trol over forest resources today in a report. The report as- 
serted that there was “an appalling lack of appreciation by 
the public generally” of how vital the forests and the services 
they perform really are to economic and social well-being 
generally.

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Report of Recreation Commission 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Recreation Commission reports for the year just 
closed a summary of its work and review of its activities, as 
well as a brief forward look into 1941. 


Eleven meetings were held by the Commission: in con- 
sideration of matters concerning maintenance of the Com- 
munity Center building; of the tennis courts and play areas 
to the rear of this building; and of matters in relation to the 
recreative activities for Camp Edwards men and programs to 
care for them and their friends when in Falmouth. 


During the year one member was removed by the death 
of Frederick T. Lawrence; and at a joint meeting, July 18th, 
with the Board of Selectmen, Augustus L. Ames was elected 
to fill the vacancy. 


The Community Center building, by action of the citizens 
who had been instrumental in operating it for its present 
activities, has become known as The Frederick T. Lawrence 
Memorial, in honor of its Falmouth benefactor. 


For the year 1940, ending December 31st, expenditures for 
heating, lighting and interior repairs amounted to $1,275.18; 
for the grounds to the rear of the building, and care of courts, 
$220.; and in addition, for the month of December, for which, 
bills were not received in time to pay on December 24th, heat- 
ing $176.68, lighting $49.56 and repairs $35. (unpaid bills of 
$261.24 requiring an article in the 1941 warrant to be cleared). 
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Summary: 
Grounds and courts care and repair $ 220.00 
Building, heating and lighting 1,156.47 


Building interior minor repairs 118.71 $1495.18 


*Building heating and lighting, Dec. $ 226.24 
“Building interior repairs, Dec. 35.00 261.24

A return to the Town of Falmouth, but not available for 
use in 1940, was the amount of $75.20 in fees received at the 
Tennis Courts. 


In addition to the above expenses, for building and area 
maintenance, there is acknowledged from the Works Projects 
Administration (for personnel) $6,840. for the year 1940. The 
supervision, direction and care of the building and recre- 
ation programs were sponsored by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare and the Falmouth Recreation Com- 
mission, through Falmouth Community Center, Inc. which 
has continued to volunteer its services. We are also indebted 
to friends and residents of Falmouth for voluntary gifts from 
which the sum of $949.20 was expended on arts and crafts, 
instruction, games, classes of avocation studies and library- 
reading room. 


For 43,170 participants, as reported by the Falmouth 
Community Center, this represents a cost, from the total ex- 
penses, of 21 cents per participant. 


Recognition of a gift to the Falmouth Community Center, 
Inc., of 38 acres of land at Deer Pond, Hatchville, is here in- 
dicated, through the courtesy and thoughtfulness of Mrs. 
Jeannette Wood, for the underprivileged children of Fal- 
mouth. 
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At the August meeting, representatives of the Massachu- 
setts National Guard (later to be Battery G, U. S. A.) and in 
September and October meetings with representatives of the 
68th Regiment, C. A. C. (AA) from Camp Edwards, the Fal- 
mouth Recreation Commission considered the cooperative 
services for men in the military services, when in Falmouth, 
and temporary assistance to Camp Edwards. As the services 
required to be rendered were recognized as obviously more 
extensive than within the limitations of the Falmouth Com- 
mission, requiring coordination with other towns in the Camp 
Edwards area, the chairman was delegated as a representa- 
tive to discuss such problems with others as would be of 
mutual interest to Falmouth and Cape Cod. The subsequent 
conferences led, on December 13th, to the formation of the 
Camp Edwards Community Liaison Committee, and later the 
central Council with local Liaison Services Committee in each 
town for representative work. Delegates from Cape Cod towns 
together with delegates from Plymouth, Middleboro, Marion 
and Wareham in adjacent Plymouth County have established 
and maintained contact with each other. From this small be- 
ginning, a coordinate work is in prospect, in the interests of 
the men in military services in the southeastern Massachu- 
setts area, and for their friends and relatives as they may be 
visitors or residents of this community in 1941 and later. 


In fuller view of the situation as it affects Falmouth for 
the year 1941, it is considered probable that a maximum use 
will be effected of all the facilities in the several villages, for 
recreative activities, religious and social work, and public en- 
tertainment, for some time. This will not only include the 
sports with which we are familiar, but the extension from 
Twilight and Soft Ball leagues, to a Playground Ball league 
for the midgets and youngsters not eligible for the more 
rugged games. Looking into the future, the use of the new 
athletic field for some games, in conjunction with the school 
department, it preludes a study of the needs of Falmouth and 
a coordinated system of recreation in the interests of general 
health, strength and morale. Just how the programs can be 
developed at a minimum of expense is problematical as the 
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year of 1940 closes, and a number of problems will need to be 
referred to committees or departments of the town, or to spe- 
cial town meetings, where the matters of total defense, and 
common problems of this area and in our own town can be 
understood, and action taken within our limitations and abili- 
ties.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


The Planning Board has met, deliberated and reported 
on the various matters that have been submitted for its re- 
commendation during the past year, and it has also given 
thoughtful consideration to other municipal improvements. 


It is the opinion of the Planning Board that changing 
conditions in the Town occasioned by its normal growth and 
greatly accelerated by the activities at Camp Edwards, re- 
quire not only a careful study of the traffic problem but some 
immediate action for the relief of the congestion on Main 
Street which has been growing as a seasonal preblem and 
now bids fair to exist throughout the year. 


The convenience and comfort of the citizens of Falmouth 
and of our guests requires that means should be sought and 
when reasonably possible, provided to enable them to circu- 
late through and about the Town with as little delay and dis- 
comfort as may be necessary. 


The problem with regard to traffic on the Main Street 
resolves itself into two propositions, namely: to reduce the 
hazards due to intersections, congested spots and double 
parking, which can be partially accomplished by police regu- 
lations, by making the public parking conscious, and possibly 
by the installation of synchronized lights at the several in- 
tersections; and to divert certain of the through traffic mov- 
ing East and West, which traffic is headed for a definite des- 
tination, especially on weekends and holidays. 


A substantial proportion of this traffic at times when the 
problem is most acute, is occasioned by those citizens of the 
Town whose destination is Falmouth Heights and the shore 
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front beyond, and it is felt that if this traffic could be divert- 
ed over a route that would be convenient and attractive, the 
normal flow of traffic on the Main Street would be greatly 
accelerated. 


As far back as 1930 when Arthur Shurcliffe, a nationally 
famous town planner, was employed by the Town, he em- 
phatically suggested the necessity of a parallel street to the 
South of Main Street and a street near and to the North of 
Main Street, for the purpose of relieving traffic. 


The greatly increased congestion which was foreseen by 
him has come to pass and the Planning Board feels that the 
laying out of a road to the North of Main Street should not be 
further delayed and that such delay in doing this can only 
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result in increasing inconvenience which is prejudicial to the 
best interest of the Town and in greatly increased cost when 
such a road is finally constructed. 


Studies have been made and it is suggested that a street 
to the North of Main Street could be laid out approximately 
following the course indicated in the sketch which is sub- 
mitted herewith. It is further believed that such a street, 
in addition to relieving traffic on the Main Street, would open 
up property that would be valuable to the Town in the way 
of increased tax revenue, would provide an attractive scenic 
drive, would secure another means of access to and from the 
new athletic field, and would solve the fast growing problem 
at another dangerous spot, namely: the corner at the junc- 
tion of Route 28 and the Falmouth Heights Road.

Planning Board. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- . 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not; and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amcunt 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid. is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shail have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 
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Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time.

By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of 
Falmouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which 
is printed in a separate booklet). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 


1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 


Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de-

scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 
PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvemenis either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 


make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
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other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the ist story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire

stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 
BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
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Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meeting may be 
given as the Selectmen deed proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(bo) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, cld metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
‘cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 

Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 

Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 

Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 


any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 
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Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regu- 
lations shall be punished by a fine not pag twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee aS a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department.
